Although the:sea was by no means’ rough, a 
heavy swell made the vessel bump badly, and 
the'captain was afraid that its back would be 
Droken. At daylight on the 24th he sent one of 
“the ‘lieutenants to Wilhelm Harbour in the 
steam batinch with instructions to obtain assist: 
ance. A consultation of the officers was held, 
and it was decided to attempt to retloat the 
ship, ‘The sailors ent away the maint foremast, 
and everything heavy on the deck, with the ex: 
ception of arms and ammunition, was consigned 
to the deep.- The steam steering gear and the 
refrigerating innchine were also thrown over, 
while the starboard guns were unshipped aiid 
lisuled across to the port. side, where they 
were’ dropped abaft the enging-room. By haul-, 
ing on to these and putting the engines astern 
the vessel ‘was eventually dragyed into deep 
water on the moming of the 31st. Captain: 
Emsinann said that the experience was the 
most exciting he ever had, and he. attributes 
the successful‘refloating of the ship lo the can- 
duct of the crew. :
